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REMARKS 



Applicants appreciate the allowance of all pending claims of the present application. 
However, regarding the recitation of certain claim language under the "Reasons for Indicating 
Allowable Subject Matter" section on page 3 of the Notice of Allowability, Applicants point out 
certain inconsistencies. 

Regarding claim 3, the above-mentioned section of the Notice of Allowability suggests that 
such claim recites "identifying one or more sets of items in the input data set as one or more patterns 
based on respective comparisons of conditional probability values associated with each of the sets 
of items to a predetermined mutual dependence threshold value." However, claim 3 is a dependent 
claim that recites "wherein the predetermined threshold value is between zero and one." Applicants 
believe that the Examiner may have intended to reference one of the independent claims rather than 
dependent claim 3. 

Regarding claims 16 and 34, the above-mentioned section of the Notice of Allowability 
suggests such independent claims recite "identifying a set of items in the input data set as a pattern 
when the set of items has a conditional probability value computed for the set of items minus a 
particular item of the set, given the particular item of the set, that is not less than a predetermined 
threshold value." However, this limitation is not recited in claims 16 and 34. 
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
